CLOTHING FROM PAPER 


During the World War the Ger- 
mans developed paper clothing, be- 
ing unable to obtain enough cot- 
ton and wool to make clothes tor 
the civilian population, Those 
“ersatz” garments proved so un- 
satisfactory, however, that as soon 
as the war was over woolen fab- 
rics took their place, 

In Japan for centuries a consid- 


erable proportion of the people 
have worn garments of various 
kinds, made of varnished or 


lacquered paper, Paper rain- 
the Japanese paper umbrellas were 
once Common in America, but only 


a8 sunshades, not for protection 


Now 4 new kind of paper fabric 
has been developed in this coun- 
try and is shortly to be placed on 
the market for clothing of all 
kinds. It is already in use for 
other purposes, including pillow- 
cases. This new material, called 
Pewel, is made of wood pulp by 
a special process, It is neither 
Spun nor woven, It is said to be 


has the appearance of percale or 
It can be dyed | 
in almost any color or printed in 
patterns like dress fabrics. The 
inventors say that it can be pro- 
cheaply as paper, so 
that soiled clothing and other ar- 
ticles made from it can be thrown 
in the fire, since there is no way 
them. 

We have not seen the new fab- 
ric, but it appeals to our imagi- 
nation, like the woven glass fab- 
rics which have also been made 
into dresses and even men's 
clothes, Like many other modern 
improvements, such things tend to 
lessen the demand for the old sta- 
pies. We wonder what effect this 
newest one will have on the cot- 
ton-growers,

WINTER FEED FOR CATPLE 
—It is pretty easy for us to es- 
timale how many cattle we can 
curry on Our summer pasture but 
il is difficult for us to de- 
termine as lo how many cattle 
we can carry through the winter 
months, If we could arrange to 
carry our cattle through the win- 
ter months without too much ex- 
pense we could do well in the cat- 
tle business, If we are forged to 
buy $8.00 or $10.00 worth of feed 
for each milk cow and about half 
that amount for each yearling we 


more 


cannot make much money grow- 
ing cattle. I have been on the 
}look-out for several years for a 


method by which I could feed my 
cattle during the winter without 
so much expense, I hoped for 
several years that the trench silo 
would solye this problem but it 
aid not win favor as I anticipat- 
ed. A cattle man talked to me 
this week about a new plan which 
he is trying and he almost con- 
vinced me that he had found what 
seems to be a solution of this 
problem, This cattle grower tells 
me that he wintered some cattle 
lust winter for about $2.00 per 
head and that he kept his entire 
herd in fairly good order, 
plan is very simple and I’m hop- 
ing that many of our farmers will 


try it this fall. The plan is to 
cul and pile up a quantity of 
POJ cane where it will be pro- 
tected from freezing. This may 


be done by piling it in the field 
and covering it with fodder and 
earth or you may store the cane 
im your barn, One man stood the 
stalks in a dry shed and placed 
bales of peanut hay around it, 
Another man has tried piling it 
in a shed and covering it with 
loose peanut hay. Others have 
tried stacking it in the field with 
the tops out and then covering 
the center of the pile with waste 
fodder, I believe that the best 
plan is to strip the cane, pile it 
in the field and cover it with fod- 
der, The next best plan is to 
stand the stalks in a shed where 
il can be protected from the cold. 
A cutter will ke needed to chop 
the stalks up for feed, If you are 
too poor to afford a cutter you 
cun chop it with an ax or hatchet, 
It should be cut into pieces small 
enough for the cow to take it in 
her mouth, Each cow should he 
fed a small amount of this chop- 
ped cane, In addition to the cane 
each animal should be fed all the 
peanut hay they will eat up clean, 
It will pay you to have your hay 
ground if you can get it done for 
a cheap price. You cannot af- 
ford to haul the hay to a feed 
mill and pay $5.00 per ton to have 
it ground. You can afford to haye 
it ground at your home if you 
can get it done for something like 


$5.00 per ton. I would suggest 
that you have five or ten tons 
ground at the time as this will 
save you some money, If your 
cows can run out or in a field 
in the day time and then have 


some cane and hay at night they 
will go through the winter and 


not lose their weight. We should 
estimate the number of tons of 
hay we expect to use and we 


should buy this hay at the pick- 
er while it is cheap. If you can 
buy or grow your hay for about} 
$5.00 per ton and have it ground 
for $3.00 per ton you can afford 
to feed your cattle on it. Of

PEANUT HAY—If it is true 
that we can winter our cattle on 
peanut hay and cane we might be 
interested in growing more peanut 
hay, If we need more peanut hay 
we might get it by using a small 
amount of soda or cottonseed meal 
under our peanuts, I have adyo- 
cated that we use soda under or 
avound Spanish peanuts but I 
never did get anyone to try it 
that I heard of, It is not too late 
for you to try the plan this year 
and I want you to do it if you 
cun, The plan was for you to 
wait 60 days after you plant your 
Spanish peanuts and then put 
about 100 pounds of soda to the 
acre by putting it in every other 
middie, Your soda will last about 
70 days after it has been put out, 
Which means that your peanuts 
will take on the crop of young 
nuts while the soda is working. 
This plan will make you more vine 
as well as more peanuts and I 
would like for you to try it and 
tell us as to whether or not it 
pays. Cottonseed meal is a fine 
fertilizer for peanuts if your soil 
is thin, The meal will last long 
enough to grow you a good vine 
and also help to put on the nuts, 
If we should decide that we need 
to make more hay we might find 
many methods which would help 
us to grow more vine as well as 
more peanuts. If we grow more 
hay on our Jand and then put the 
fertilizer right back on the same 
land we could not injure the soil, 
For all these years I have been 
trying to grow as little peanut 
hay as possible as I thought it was 
injurious to my land, But the 
farmer who is growing cattle 
needs all the hay he can get and 
at the same time he will not weak- 
en his land if he puts the fertil- 
izer back on the same place. It 
is worth trying and I hope you 
try it.

THE SUFFERING SERVANT 
LESSON TEX'T—Mark 15;22-39. 
GOLDEN TEX'T—For even the Son of 

man came not to be ministered unto, 
but to minister, and to give his life a 
ransom for many. Mark 10:45, 

PRIMARY TOPIC—God's Wonderful 
Love, 

JUNIOR TOPIC—On Calvary, 

INTERMEDIATE AND SENIOR 
TOPIC—Self-Sacrifice for Others, 

YOUNG PEOPLE AND ADULT 
TOPIC—Love's Supreme Sacrifice, 

“A Christianity without a dying 
Christ is a dying Christianity. His- 
tory shows us that the expansive- 
ness and elevating power of the 
Gospel depend upon the promi- 
nence given to the sacrifice of the 
Cross. An old fable says that the 
only thing that melts adamant is 
the blood of a lamb. The Gospel 
reveals the precious blood of Jesus 
Christ, his death for us as a ran- 
som, as the one power that subdues 


hostility and binds hearts to Him’ 
(Alexander Maclaren), 


We consider today that darkest 
of all days in the history of the 
world—when wicked men with cruel 
hearts and hands crucified the lov- 
ing Son of God. But, thanks be to 
God, it was also the day when bright 
hope shone forth for sinful human- 
ity, for in His death Christ bore our 
sins upon the tree, the veil was 
rent, the old sacrifices were set 
aside, and the ‘new and living way"’ 
was opened into the “holiest by the 
blood of Jesus’’ (Heb, 10:20), 

The cross is not just an orriament 
to decorate the steeple of a church, 
or to adorn man, It speaks of the 
black horror of the cry, ‘My God, 
my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?" but it also tells of our God 
who ‘so loved the world that he 
gave his only begotten Son'’ as its 
Redeemer, 


I. Crucified—That We Might Live 
(vv, 22-28), 

The details of and circumstances 
surrounding the crucifixion are of 
deep interest to every Christian. We 
stand with Luther and weep as we 
see Christ's unspeakable agony, not 
only of body but of spirit, and we ery 
as did Luther, ‘‘For me, for me!” 
How can any believer contemplate 
the cross and withhold self, sub- 
stance, or service from Christ? 


Equally earnest and heart-search- 
ing is the message of the cross to 
the unbeliever. He knows he is a 
sinner (Rom, 3:23), he knows that 
“the wages of sin is death’’ (Rom. 
6:23), and he knows that ‘neither 
is there salvation in any other, for 
there is none other name under 
heaven given among men whereby 
we must be saved’’ (Acts 4:12). 
Here at the cross he meets that 
one “who his own self bare our 
sins in his own body on the tree, 
that we, being dead to sins, should 
live unto righteousness: by whose 
stripes ye were healed (I Pet. 2: 
24), There were two malefactors 
who were crucified with Him, and 
one railed at Him. The other said, 
“Lord, remember me when thou 
comest into thy kingdom’; and 
Jesus said to him, ‘'Today thou 
shalt be with me in Paradise’ (Luke 
23:39-43), Unbeliever, who reads 
these lines, will you not just now 
take the eternal life which Jesus 
died to make possible for you? 


Ii, Forsaken—That We Might Be 
Accepted (vv, 29-36). 


The railing, head wagging, and 
other abuse that men heaped upon 
Jesus as He hung on the cross, 
must have been a grevious thing for 
His tender loving heart to bear. 
But it was as nothing compared 
with that hour when, covered with 
all the sin and curse of the world, 
He who knew no sin ‘twas made 
sin for us’’ (I Cor. 5:21), and God 
turned away from Him. 


We cannot fathom the full mean- 
ing of that hour, we dare not at- 
tempt to explain it, we can only 
accept it and thank God that be- 
cause He did become sin for us we 
may be ‘made the righteousness of 
God in him" (II Cor, 5:21), He died 
that we might live. He was for- 
saken that we might be ‘‘accepted 
in’ Him—‘'the beloved’' (Eph, 1: 
6). 


mM. A Veil Rent—That We Might 
Enter (vv. 37-39), 


The death of Jesus was not the 
pitiful weakening of a human mar- 
tyr. Here was the Son of God, cry- 
ing with a loud voice (vy. 87), giving 
up His spirit to the Father (Luke 
27:46), declaring that the work of 
redemption was ‘‘finished.”’ 


As a visible indication of that part 
—and as a declaration that the old 
dispensation of law had given place 
to the dispensation of grace, God 
tore the temple veil in twain, Only 
He could have done it. No man 
could have torn this sixty-foot long, 
twenty-foot wide, and _ inch-thick 
curtain from top to bottom. It had 
hung in the temple to keep all but 
‘the High Priest out of the Holy of 
Holies, and he entered with fear and 
trembling but once a year as the 
representative of the people. Now 
all this is changed. We have now, 
“brethren, boldness to enter into 
the holiest by the blood of Jesus, 
by a new and living way, which he 
hath consecrated for us, through the 
veil.” Therefore, “let us: draw 
near with a true heart and full as- 
surance of faith'' (Heb.
